Bolling To Speak First 

Congressman Boiling, who will 
speak first Thursday evening, wais 
elected to the 81st Congress in 1948. 
By profession a teacher and educa- 
tional administrator, he received 
his A.B. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of the South in Tennes- 
see and did graduate work at Van- 
derbilt. 

An Army veteran, Congressman 
Bolling served four years overseas 
in Australia, New Guinea, the Phi- 
lippines, and Japan, ranking as a 
lieutenant colonel when he left the 
service in 1946. He was awarded 
the Legion of Merit and Bronze 
Star medals. 

Shirley Povich, who will follow 
the Congressman, is the author of 
the dally column "This Morning” 
appearing in' The Washington Post. 
He started working on The Post as 
a copy boy and rose to be the 
youngest Sports Editor of any met- 
ropolitan newspaper in the late 
twenties. As author of his column 
he received the Baseball Writers' 
Award In 1939 and the Headliners 
Club medal of merit in 1947. 

Povich Noted Author 

A correspondent for the Navy 
during the war, ho is the author 
of “Washington Pro Baseball” and 
has written several articles on 
Washington sports for the Saturday 
Evening Post. During the forties he 
had a radio sports column over 
station WINX.
